1540—Captain Garcit Lopez de Cardenas, lieutenant of Vasquez de Coronado, 
discovered the Grand Canyon of the Colorado, and supposedly visited 
what it now known as San Juan County, Utah.

1689—Baron La Hontan, French writer and explorer, published the first ac- 
count of a great Salt Lake in the Rocky Mountain country.

Brigham Young (great Mormon leader) was born at Whiting- 
ham, Vermont. 

1805—Dec. 23. Joseph Smith, founder of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, was born at Sharon, Windsor Co., V 

$622— March. The Rocky Mountain Fur Company organized at St. Louis, 
by General William H. Ashley and Andrew Henry 

1824—Dec. “Jim” Bridger, an employee of the Rocky Mountain Fur Company, 
coming down from the north, discovered the Great Salt Lake. 

1825—General W. H. Ashley built a fort (Ft. Ashley) on the banks of Utah 
Lake; this was the first trading post in Utah. 

1828—Dec. 18. Peter Skeen Ogden, of the Hudson Bay Company, encamped 
with trappers at the north end of Great Salt Lake; he had discovered the 
river and canyon that bears his name in 1825, 

1830—April 6. With six members, the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints was organized, at Fayette, Seneca Co., New York. 

1831—Aug. 3. A site for an L. D. S. Temple was dedicated in Jackson Co., 
Mo., by Joseph Smith, founder of the L. D. S. Church. 

1832—July. Captain Benjamin L. E. Bonneville took the first wagons through 
the South Pass of the Rocky Mountains; later some of th esame wagons 
came into Utah. 

1833—The “Word of Wisdom” was adopted into the Mormon (L. D. S.) re- 
ligion by Joseph Smith, at Kirtland, Ohio. 

1835—Feb. 17. The first Quorum of Twelve Apostles in the L. D. S. Church 
was organized at Kirtland, Ohio 

1839—May. The Latter-day Saints began to gather at Nauvoo, Hancock Co., 
Ill, where they remained for about seven years before pioneering Utah. 

1841—Miles M. Goodyear, established a trading post where the city of Ogden 
now stands. 

1843—Sept. 8. Lt. John C. Fremont, with Kit Carson and several others rowed 
down from the mouth of Weber River to an island in Great Salt Lake, 
which they named “Disappointment” Island (now known as Fremont 
Island). 

1844—June 27. Joseph Smith (L. D. S. Prophet, and leader) and his brother 
Hyrum Smith, were murdered in Carthage, Ill. 

1846—June 26. The “Mormon Battalion” consisting of five hundred volun- 
teers, left Council Bluffs, lowa, for San Diego, C where they arrived 
January 29, 1847, to serve in the U. S. Army in California. 

1847—July 22. Orson Pratt, Erastus Snow, and forty-two other emigrants, 
arrived at Great Salt Lake Valley.
